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After  we  printed  OUR  HURLBUTS  AND  ALLIED  LINES  I  found  more  facts 


about  the  families  we  had  included  as  we, 
which  are  listed  below.  If  at  any  time  you  i 
I  am  sure  we  shall  both  be  pleased  to  do  so.‘ 
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To  the  reader: 

The  information  presented  herein  has  come  from  numerous  sources, 
and  has  been  acquired  by  diligently  searching  for  many  years.  The 
search  has  included:  interviews  with  older  relatives;  examining 
deeds,  wills,  and  old  newspapers  and  scrapbooks;  reading  local  and 
county  histories;  examining  the  tombstone  inscriptions  in  many  cem¬ 
eteries.  We  estimate  that  we  have  inspected  the  historical  and  gen¬ 
ealogical  collections  of  at  least  forty  libraries  in  Massachusetts, 
Connecticut,  New  Jersey,  New  York  and  Washington,  D.C. 

Care  has  been  taken  to  weed  out  inaccurate  material,  but  mis¬ 
takes  do  occur.  If  errors  or  questionable  items  are  detected,  we 
will  appreciate  your  bringing  such  to  our  attention. 

Although  little  further  information  may  be  found  concerning 
some  of  our  ancestors,  detailed  writings  about  many  are  available 
in  references  listed  in  the  bibliography. 

As  you  read,  recall  your  past  study  of  American  History  and 
place  the  people  mentioned  in  "Our  Hurlbuts  and  Allied  Lines’*  in 
their  niches  in  these  events  and  take  pride  in  our  forebears  who 
each  had  a  part  in  the  development  of  our  United  States.

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THE  BEARDSLEY  HURLBUT  FARM 

Justus  Beardsley,  our  great  great  grandfather,  came  from  Connecticut 
soon  after  1800  to  what  is  now  the  Town  of  Ava.  He  purchased  a  tract  of 
wilderness  land  on  the  West  Ava  Road.  This  tract,  we  were  told,  was  a 
section,  i.e.  640  acres. 

Soon,  a  rough  house  was  constructed  about  fifty  feet  east  of  the  small 
stream,  the  family  called  spring  brook.  Today,  if  one  looks  carefully  at 
the  ground  in  this  area,  the  location  of  the  house  can  be  determined.  At 
about  the  same  time,  shelters  for  horses  and  cows  probably  were  built. 

A  forest  covered  the  land  and  to  prepare  for  crops,  trees  were  cut, 
stumps  and  large  stones  removed  and  the  land  plowed.  What  a  tremendous 
undertaking ! 

When  a  larger  home  and  larger  farm  buildings  were  required,  a  more 
suitable  site,  several  hundred  feet  to  the  west,  was  selected.  At  this 
location,  a  new  house,  bams  and  other  buildings  were  constructed.  About 
1890,  the  third  and  present  house  was  built  by  our  grandfather  and  one  or 
more  of  his  brothers. 

The  equipment  and  tools  that  we  remember  seeing  in  the  old  shop  and 
around  the  farm  buildings  tell  us  of  some  of  the  many  and  varied  activities 
that  were  or  had  been  carried  on  at  the  farm.  In  the  shop,  there  were 
tools  and  equipment  for  carpentry  and  cabinetmaking,  harness  making  and  re¬ 
pair,  shoe  making  and  blacksmi thing.  We  remember  seeing  tools  and  equip¬ 
ment  for  making  maple  syrup,  for  felling  trees  for  lumber  and  firewood, 
for  butchering  and  for  buttermaking.  A  good  sized  brick  smokehouse  was  in 
a  convenient  location  so  that  an  eye  could  be  kept  on  the  hams  and  bacon 
being  smoked. 

Besides  the  above,  we  saw  many  more  items,  the  use  of,  or  the  signif¬ 
icance  of,  we  did  not  understand.  We  are  sure,  too,  that  we  overlooked 
many  things.  Then  time,  fifty  five  years  or  more,  has  dulled  our  memories 
and  blurred  the  pictures. 

For  many  years,  as  near  as  we  can  estimate,  from  about  1860  to  1890, 
a  cheese  factory  was  operated  at  the  farm.  Milk  from  the  farm  dairy,  and 
possibly  other  nearby  dairies,  was  processed  and  the  cheese  taken  or 
shipped  to  market.  We  remember  that  our  great  Uncle  Andrew  Hurlbut  was 
mentioned  as  being  one  of  the  cheesemakers. 

In  the  house,  attic,  storeroom  or  woodshed,  were  the  tools  for  carding 
and  spinning  wool  and  flax.  As  we  do  not  recall  seeing  a  loom,  the  weaving 
may  have  been  done  by  a  neighbor  in  exchange  for  goods  or  work.  Surely, 
many  evening  hours  were  spent  knitting  warm  socks  and  mittens  and  other 
garmets  from  the  family  supply  of  wool,  which  had  been  processed  and  then 
dyed  by  using  certain  roots  and  berries.  Old  baskets  remind  us  that 
splints,  probably  ash,  were  split  and  woven  into  various  sized  and  shaped 
baskets  for  use  on  the  farm.  Brooms  and  brushes  may  have  been  fashioned 
by  family  members.  Geese  were  plucked  and  the  feathers  used  for  ticks  and 
pillows.  Soap  was  made  from  their  own  supply  of  grease  and  lye  obtained 
from  hard  wood  ashes. 
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A  plot  of  land  was  given  by  Samuel  Hurlbut  as  the  site  for  the  first 
school,  the  West  Ava  School.  This  one  room  school  was  used  until  the 
school  district  became  part  of  a  regional  district.  After  regionalization, 
the  pupils  were  transported  to  the  West  Leyden  Central  School.  Before  the 
Ava  Church  was  built,  people  in  the  West  Ava  area  worshipped  in  the  West 
Ava  School. 

The  Samuel  Hurlbut  family  were  Quakers,  or  Friends,  and  as  was  then 

customary,  used  "thee"  and  "thou"  in  their  speech.  Their  dress  was  that 

of  the  Quakers  of  that  period;  plain,  dark  colored,  unadorned  and  covering 
the  body  almost  completely  from  neck  to  ankle. 

Members  of  the  Beardsley  family  are  buried  in  a  family  plot  on  the 
Ezra  and  Betty  Beardsley  Adams  farm  across  the  road  from  the  Beardsley 
Hurlbut  farm.  Betty  Beardsley  was  a  sister  of  Justus  Beardsley.  The 
graves  are  marked  with  field  stones,  a  few  have  the  initials  of  the  per¬ 
sons  buried.  The  plot  is  surrounded  by  a  crude  pole  fence. 

Over  the  years  parts  of  the  Beardsley  Hurlbut  farm  were  sold,  so  that 
by  about  1900,  the  size  of  the  farm  had  been  reduced  to  approximately  275 
acres . 

During  the  approximately  140  years  that  the  farm  was  owned  by  members 
of  the  Beardsley  Hurlbut  family,  there  were  several  owners.  The  first 
owners,  as  previously  mentioned  were  Justus  and  Susanna  Wood  Beardsley; 
the  second,  Samuel  and  Minerva  Beardsley  Hurlbut;  third,  Samuel's  and 
Minerva's  sons,  Chauncey,  Andrew,  Henry  and  Harvey,  in  several  combina¬ 
tions;  and  the  fourth,  and  last,  Burton  and  Satie  Barringer  Hurlbut  who 
sold  the  farm  in  the  1940' s.

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A  CAPSULE  OF  MY  LIFE 

On  May  7,  1913  I  was  born  at  the  Farm  home  of  Fred  and  Myrtle  Wolfe 
on  Turin  Road  north  of  Ava,  where  my  paternal  grandparents  also  lived. 

As  no  children  lived  nearby,  farm  animals  were  often  my  playmates. 

I  attended  the  West  Leyden  School  through  ninth  grade,  after  which  I 
lived  during  the  school  week  with  my  aunt  (Mother's  only  sister)  and  uncle, 
so  as  to  complete  high  school  at  Rome  Free  Academy.  Graduation  from  Cort¬ 
land  State  Normal  School  followed  my  attendance  there.  Later  I  was  awar¬ 
ded  my  B.S.  in  Education  degree  from  S.U.N.Y.  at  Buffalo,  and  have  since 
taken  graduate  courses  at  St.  Bonaventure  University  and  S.U.N.Y.  at 
Geneseo. 

First  I  taught  in  the  Ava  area  and  at  Kiaba,  then  in  the  Camden  Cen¬ 
tral  School  District.  My  first  years  of  teaching  were  in  one-room  rural 
schools. 

On  June  22,  1951  John  M.  Jopling  and  I  were  married  and  moved  to  Port 
Allegany,  Pa.  where  we  lived  until  my  husband's  death  in  1968. 

From  1956  to  1972  I  taught  fourth  grade  classes  in  Portville  Central 
School.  Having  sold  the  family  farm  and  insurance  business  in  1957,  my 
parents  moved  to  Portville,  where  I  have  also  resided  since  1969. 

Since  September  1972  I  have  been  pleasantly  employed  part  time  in  the 
Portville  Free  Library.  Also,  I  am  involved  in  several  community  activi¬ 
ties  such  as  Eastern  Star. 

While  in  the  Ava  area  I  was  active  in  work  of  the  Methodist  Church. 
After  moving  to  Port  Allegany  I  transferred  my  membership  and  am  presently 
an  active  ruling  elder  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Portville. 

I  am  a  long-time  seventh-degree  member  of  the  Grange,  but  no  longer 
active  as  there  is  no  local  subordinate  Grange.  Since  my  1972  retire¬ 
ment  from  teaching  I  am  a  member  of  the  National  Retired  Teachers'  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  engaged  in  the  work  of  our  Olean  Area  organization. 

Genealogical  interests  prompted  my  joining  the  James  Alexander  Chap¬ 
ter  of  the  D.A.R.  (named  for  my  husband's  Revolutionary  ancestor)  in 
Madera,  and  the  Chinclacamoose  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Colonists  in  Curwensville,  Pennsylvania.  I  have  now  transferred  to  the 
Olean  Chapter,  D.A.R.  and  am  recording  secretary. 

During  the  years  since  my  retirement  from  school  duties  I  have 
traveled  to  the  West  three  times,  visiting  points  of  interest  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  One  trip  included  cruising  the  Inside  Passage 
to  Alaska.  Sights  in  states  from  Maine  to  Florida  have  often  been  enjoyed. 

Probably,  my  most  memorable  experience  was  the  1972  flood.  Portville, 
along  with  much  of  the  Southern  Tier,  was  inundated.  The  cooperation, 
consideration,  and  ingenuity  in  time  of  adversity  helped  create  a  closer 
community  spirit. 

I  sincerely  hope  my  future  holds  as  many  pleasing  experiences  as  the 
past  has  provided.

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THE  HIGH  SPOTS 

Life  for  me  started  May  15,  1904  at  the  Hurlbut  homestead,  West  Ava 
Road,  Town  of  Ava,  Oneida  County,  N.Y.  I  probably  was  born  in  the  down¬ 
stairs  bedroom  where  many  others  have  been  born.  My  parents,  after  their 
marriage  in  1902,  lived  at  the  homestead  and  helped  operate  the  farm. 

When  I  was  two,  my  parents  moved  to  and  took  over  operation  of  the 
farm,  located  on  Cemetery  Road,  Stokes,  owned  by  my  grandparents,  Edwin 
I.  and  Alvira  Colman.  (At  this  date,  the  farm  is  owned  and  operated  by 
Karl  and  Carol  Hurlbut.)  In  1912,  we  moved  to  Rome,  N.Y. 

The  September  after  my  sixth  birthday,  I  started  my  education  in  the 
one  room  school  at  Stokes  Corners.  Elementary  and  secondary  education 
were  completed  in  the  Rome  Public  Schools,  the  latter  on  my  graduation 
from  Rome  Free  Academy  in  1924. 

What  to  do  next?  Resources  were  limited  and  we  were  in  a  post  war 
economic  slowdown. 

I  worked  for  a  year  in  one  of  the  local  mills.  Then,  I  submitted  an 
application  to  Oswego  State  Normal  School  and  was  accepted.  The  two  years 
spent  at  Oswego  were  very  pleasant.  Soon  after  my  graduation  in  1927,  a 
position  in  the  New  Brunswick  Public  Schools  was  offered  and  I  accepted. 

In  October  1927,  Martha  Kilborn  and  I  were  married.  The  next  year, 
our  son  was  born.  Her  sudden  death  in  1973  was  a  great  shock. 

After  the  second  year  of  teaching,  I  enrolled  in  extension  courses 
at  Rutgers  University  and  in  several  years  completed  the  requirements  and 
was  awarded  a  B.S.  Degree  in  Education.  Soon  after,  I  enrolled  in  the 
Rutgers  Graduate  School  of  Education  and  was  awarded  a  M.  Ed.  Degree. 
Later,  more  graduate  work  was  done  at  Trenton  State  College. 

In  the  latter  years  of  my  teaching  career,  I  was  active  in  education 
association  work.  Various  positions  were  held,  including  two  terms  as 
president  of  the  New  Brunswick  Education  Association,  ten  years  as  the 
Middlesex  County  Education  Association’s  legislative  chairman  and  ten  as 
a  member  of  the  New  Jersey  Education  Association’s  Legislative  Committee. 

A  racial  riot  occurred  in  1968  at  the  school  where  I  was  teaching. 

The  viciousness,  the  vandalism,  plus  the  restlessness  that  followed  and 
failure  of  the  authorities  to  take  appropriate  actions,  thoroughly  dis¬ 
illusioned  me  with  public  education.  So  March  31,  1971,  after  forty- 
three  years  and  nine  months  of  teaching,  I  retired. 

My  interest  in  association  work  has  continued  and  for  the  past  four 
years,  I  have  served  as  legislative  chairman  for  the  New  Jersey  Retired 
Educators  Association  and  I  am,  at  present,  vice  chairman  of  the  New  Jer¬ 
sey  Joint  NRTA-AARP  State  Legislative  Committee. 

There  has  been  some  time  for  other  interests,  including  travel, 
camping,  genealogy  and  gardening.  In  the  years  ahead,  I  hope  to  continue 
these  activities  as  well  as  many  others  of  interest. 

Retirement  has  been  one  of  the  busiest  and  exciting  periods  of  my 
life.  There  are  so  many  things  to  do,  places  to  see,  people  to  meet,  etc. 
All  this  without  the  stress  of  being  on  the  job  at  a  certain  time  five 
days  of  the  week.

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THOMAS  HURLBUT 


According  to  tradition,  Thomas  Hurlbut,  a  Scotchman,  is  supposed 
to  have  been  one  of  the  eleven  male  passengers,  with  his  wife  and  fe¬ 
male  servant,  on  the  Batchelor,  in  company  with  Captain  Lyon  Gardiner, 
who  came  in  1635.  Hurlbut  may  have  been  an  employee  of  Capt.  Gardiner, 
or  a  soldier  under  his  command;  at  all  events  he  was  a  blacksmith  by 
trade . 

Hurlbut  served  in  the  Pequot  War  and  was  stationed  at  the  fort  in 
Saybrook.  His  record  states  that  he  was  conspicuous  for  coolness  and 
bravery. 

After  the  Pequot  War  he  removed  to  Wethersfield  where  he  became 
the  first  established  blacksmith.  Over  the  years  he  was  elected  or 
appointed  to  a  number  of  offices:  Clerk  of  the  Train  Band,  Deputy  to 
the  General  Cpurt,  Grand  Juror  and  in  1644,  Constable. 

If  he  practiced  as  he  preached,  he  charged  good  prices  for  his 
work  as,  March  2,  1642,  he  was  fined  40s  for  "encouraging  others  in 
taking  excessive  rates  for  work  and  wares".  However,  the  fine  was  re¬ 
mitted  in  February  1643. 

From  the  limited  information  available,  it  appears  that  Thomas 
Hurlbut  was  a  respected  and  valuable  member  of  the  growing  community 
of  Wethersfield,  Conn. 


Hurlburt,  Hurlbert,  Hurlbut,  Hurlbutt  (eng.)  Descendant  of  Hurlbert 
(army-bright) :  one  proficient  with  a  hurlebatte  in  the  medieval  game 
of  hurling;  one  who  used  a  hurlbat  in  combat. 
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ANCESTRAL  FAMILIES 


JOHN  ALDEN,  born  in  England,  was  a  cooper  by  trade.  He  joined  the 
Mayflouer  passengers  at  Southampton,  and  decided  to  remain  in  America 
with  the  Pilgrims  when  the  Mayflower  returned  to  England.  In  Plymouth, 
Mass,  before  1624  he  married  Priscilla  Mullins.  They  had  eleven  child¬ 
ren,  providing  numerous  descendants. 

He  was  probably  the  youngest  signer,  and  surely  the  last  survivor 
of  the  Mayflower  Compact.  During  a  long  life,  spent  principally  in 
Duxbury,  Mass,  he  was  almost  continually  in  some  public  employment.  He 
was  Assistant  to  all  except  the  first  Governor  of  the  Old  Colony  for  a 
total  of  thirty-six  consecutive  years . 

The  English  name  Alden 3  Aldine y  or  Aldin  is  a  derivation  of  Aldwin 
(old  friend) .

ANTHONY  ANNABLE,  along  with  "more  than  half  the  Church  removed  with 
their  pastor"  in  the  fall  and  winter  of  1639-1640  from  Scituate  to 
Barnstable,  Massachusetts. 

The  surname  Amiable  also  spelled  Annible,  is  derived  from  Amable 
from  the  Latin  amabilis  'lovable'  which  became  Anabel  and  Aneball .  It 
was  finally  corrupted  to  Hannibal  and  Honeybell.  (We  find  this  same 
derivation  also  in  the  surnames  Mable}  Mableys  Mabbs3  Mabson}  Mabbett, 
Mabbitty  Mabbotty  Mabbutty  Honeybally  Honnibally  Hunnabley  Hunneybally 
Hunnibally  and  Hunnibell. ) 

************* 

WILLIAM  BEARDSLEY  sailed  on  the  ship,  Planter 3  from  St.  Albans  in 
Herfordshire ,  England  in  1635.  A  mason  by  trade  he  came  to  Massachusetts 
and  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Stratford,  Connecticut.  For  at 
least  fifteen  years  he  was  a  deputy  to  the  General  Court  at  Hartford. 

In  1631-2  he  married  Maria  Harvey.  They  had  at  least  seven  children, 
three  of  whom  were  born  in  England. 

Bardsley  or  Beardsley  is  a  surname  meaning  one  who  came  from  Bards- 
ley  (Beornred's  wood)  in  Lancashire,  England. 
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JOS I AH  BOWEN  married  22  year  old  Susannah  Clarke  on  Nov.  9,  1694  and 
was  an  early  landowner  of  Wethersfield,  Connecticut.  He  "was  cast  away 
in  a  storm"  in  Oct.  or  Nov.  1703  leaving  his  wife  and  three  children. 

The  name  Bowens  son  of  Owen,  is  the  Welsh  form  of  Eugene  (well-born) 
*************** 

EMMANUEL  BUCK  is  sometimes  referred  to  as  ENOCK  BUCK  in  the  Wethers¬ 
field  records.  The  surname  was  also  sometimes  written  BOOK  or  BOUK  (his 
chosen  spelling) . 

The  surname  Buck  may  be  from  the  Old  English  buooa  'he  goat'  or 
buoo  'a  male  deer',  or  refer  to  a  dweller  at  the  sign  of  the  male  deer. 

*************** 

PETER  BULKLEY  was  born  at  Odell,  County,  Bedford,  England.  A  grad¬ 
uate  of  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  he  succeeded  his  father  as  Rector 
of  Odell  but  was  ejected  in  1634  for  non-conformity  of  Church  ceremonies. 
He  emigrated  to  America  in  1635-6  with  eleven  children  from  his  first 
marriage,  servants,  and  Grace  Chetwode,  his  second  wife,  whom  he  had  re¬ 
cently  married.  Five  more  children  were  born  in  America.  After  a  short 
residence  at  Cambridge  he  established  the  town  of  Concord,  Mass,  where 
he  became  the  head  of  the  theocracy.  His  private  collection  of  books 
was  the  nucleus  of  the  library  at  Harvard  College.  He  died  and  is  bur¬ 
ied  at  Concord,  Massachusetts. 

The  surname  Bulkley  has  survived  in  Cheshire  from  the  13th  century 
to  the  present  day. 

*************** 

EDWARD  BUMPAS,  a  Pilgrim,  was  a  French  Huguenot  refugee  who  went 
from  France  to  England  and  from  there  sailed  to  America  on  the  Fortune 3 
first  ship  after  the  Mayflower.  About  1630  he  married  Hannah  Annable 
and  they  had  eleven  children.  He  contributed  toward  the  maintenance 
of  the  first  public  school  in  the  New  England  colonies.  He  was  buried 
at  Marshfield,  Mass,  where  he  had  lived  for  many  years. 

Bumpas  or  ( Bompas )  is  derived  from  an  expressive  Norman  nickname 
'bon  pas' ,  a  good  pace. 

*************** 

HENRY  BURT  was  born  in  England  and  came  from  there  to  Roxbury,  Mass, 
in  1638.  He  and  his  wife,  Ulalia  Marche,  had  a  family  of  eleven  chil¬ 
dren.  Both  at  Roxbury  and  Springfield  where  they  later  lived  Henry 
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held  civil  offices,  such  as  a  member  of  the  first  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
committeeman  to  lay  out  lands.  Burt  was  appointed  to  conduct  religious 
services  on  the  Sabbath. 

The  English  surname  BURT  (BURTT)  means:  a  descendant  of  Bert 
(bright) . 

*************** 

ROBERT  CARR  was  born  in  the  British  Isles .  In  early  midsummer  of 
1635,  Robert,  a  tailor  by  trade,  arrived  at  Boston  on  the  Elizabeth  and 
Ann.  Newport,  R.I.  became  his  permanent  home.  When  or  whom  he  married 
has  not  been  determined  but  six  children  are  known.  He  embraced  the 
religion  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  probably  when  George  Fox  visited 
Rhode  Island. 

The  surname  Carr  may  be  English,  Irish  or  Scotch  and  refers  to  a 
dweller  at,  or  near,  a  rock  or  marsh,  or  an  enclosed  place.  It  also 
means  a  grandson  of  Carra  (spear) . 

*************** 

Chandler  is  derived  from  the  English  term  for  one  who  made  or  sold 
candles  and  small  wax  images  for  ecclesiastical  offerings. 

*************** 

JOHN  CHAPMAN  was  impressed  on  board  a  British  man-of-war,  while  on 
a  visit  to  London  and  brought  to  America.  While  the  ship  lay  at  anchor 
in  Boston  he  escaped  overboard.  Records  show  he  was  a  weaver,  a  freeman 
at  Charlestown,  Mass.,  an  original  settler  at  New  Haven,  Conn,  in  1638, 
a  landowner  in  Fairfield  and  later  a  resident  of  Stamford. 

The  English  surname  Chapman  means  merchant,  tradesman,  or  peddler. 

*************** 

CHARLES  CHAUNCEY  was  born  at  Yardley,  Herf ordshire ,  England.  He 
married  Catherine  Eyre  to  whom  seven  children  were  born.  Being  forced 
from  the  vicarage  of  Ware  for  non-conformity  in  non-essentials,  he  came 
to  New  England  in  1637  where  he  preached  first  at  Plymouth  and  later  at 
Scituate.  In  1654  he  became  President  of  Harvard  College,  at  Cambridge. 

Chaunay  or  Chaunaey  is  the  English  derivation  for  one  who  came  from 
Chancey,  or  Chancay,  in  France. 

*************** 
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JAMES  CHILTON,  who  was  a  Mayflower  Pilgrim  died  at  Cape  Cod  Dec.  8, 
1620  after  signing  the  Mayflower  Compact  and  his  wife,  Susanna,  died  soon 
after  landing.  We  know  that  one  daughter  came  to  America  on  a  later  voy¬ 
age  of  the  Mayflower . 

Chilton  is  an  English  local  name  from  Chilton,  Wiltshire.  The  name 
Chilton  was  formerly  written:  Cylt-ton.  It  means  "chalk  or  clay  town" 
from  the  old  English  cylt  (chalk,  clay)  and  ton  (town) .  The  white  cylt 
cliffs  along  England's  coastline  have  from  ancient  times  been  one  of  the 
most  conspicuous  features  of  the  shore.  The  Chiltern  Hills  comprise  a 
range  of  chalk  hills  in  Oxfordshire,  Herfordshire ,  Bucks  and  Bedfordshire. 

DEACON  GEORGE  CLARKE,  is  only  mentioned  in  our  sources  as  the  father 
of  GEORGE  CLARK  (see  below) . 

GEORGE  CLARK,  the  son  of  Deacon  George,  was  baptized  at  Milford 
Conn.  Apr.  30,  1648.  He  was  married  three  times.  Our  line  is  traced 
through  the  first  wife,  Deborah  Gold.  He  had  six  children,  five  of  whom 
were  also  Deborah's.  For  many  years  he  was  a  Deputy  for  Milford. 

The  British  pronounciation  of  "clerk"  provides  the  name  Clark  (or 
Clarke),  meaning  a  scholar,  scribe  or  recorder. 

*************** 

WILLIAM  CLARKE  was  a  landholder  in  Wethersfield,  Connecticut.  He 
was  married  three  times.  It  is  from  the  first  wife,  Susannah,  that  we 
trace  our  ancestry.  There  were  seven  children  in  all,  five  of  whom 
were  from  the  first  marriage.  He  died  in  Wethersfield. 

*************** 

JOHN  DEMING  who  was  born  in  England  came  to  Wethersfield,  Conn,  in 
1635  where  in  1637  he  married  Honor  Treat.  By  this  marriage  there  were 
ten  children.  In  1662  he  was  a  patentee  named  in  the  Royal  Charter  of 
Connecticut.  He  served  as  a  deputy  nineteen  times  and  a  representative 
at  50  sessions  of  the  General  Court. 

Deming  is  an  English  name  for  one  who  came  from  Migny  or  Migne, 
in  France. 

*************** 

RALPH  EARLE  who  was  born  in  England  came  to  Boston  in  1634  but  had 
moved  to  Newport  and  then  Portsmouth,  R.I.  by  1649.  In  1686  he  was  one 
of  the  townsmen  of  Dartsmouth,  Massachusetts.  There  are  numerous  records 
of  his  prominence  in  government  affairs.  Many  recordings  of  his  land 
transfers  appear  in  early  Newport  records.  He  is  buried  at  Portsmouth, 
Rhode  Island. 
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The  surname  Earle  comes  from  14th  century  Northumberland. 

************* 

EDWARD  FISHER  married  Sarah  in  1620  in  Jonathan  and  had  two  daughters. 
Although  we  have  neither  birth  or  death  dates  for  the  family,  we  have  evi¬ 
dence  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  General  Court  of  Commissioners  that  con¬ 
vened  for  the  colony  at  Portsmouth,  R.I.  on  May  22,  1660. 

The  English  name  Fisher  refers  to  one  who  caught  or  sold  fish. 

************* 

NATHAN  GOLD  was  the  son  of  John  and  Judith  Gould  of  Kings  Langley. 
Nathan  is  first  seen  at  Milford,  then  at  Fairfield,  Connecticut.  Between 
1648  and  1655  he  married  Martha,  the  widow  of  Edmund  Harvey  and  had  five 
children.  He  held  numerous  colonial  offices  and  is  listed  among  patentees 
of  the  Royal  Charter  of  Connecticut  in  1662 . 

Gold  means  son  of  Gold  or  Golda,  Old  English  personal  names  derived 
from  the  metal. 

************* 

HENRY  GREGORY  came  to  Boston,  Mass,  probably  from  Nottingham,  England 
in  1633.  He  was  later  a  resident  of  Springfield,  Mass,  and  then  a  founder 
of  Stratford,  Connecticut. 

The  English  or  Scotch  name  Gregory 3  Gregor 3  or  Gregorson  means  descen¬ 
dant  of  Gregor  (watchman) . 

************* 

EDWARD  HINMAN,  who  was  born  in  England  in  1609,  had  arrived  in  Stam¬ 
ford,  Conn,  before  1650.  He  later  moved  to  Windsor  where  he  married 
Hannah  Stiles.  At  least  some  of  their  eight  children  were  born  in  Strat¬ 
ford,  where  the  family  later  resided.  Here  he  was  a  captain  of  the 
Indian  War. 

The  name  Hinman  or  Hindman  means  a  domestic,  or  servant,  who  has  the 
care  of  herds. 

************* 

THOMAS  HYATT  was  living  in  Dorchester,  Mass,  in  1633  and  later  owned 
property  in  Stamford,  Conn,  where  he  died,  leaving  a  wife,  Elizabeth,  and 
six  children. 
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The  surname  Hyatt  or  Hiatt  is  an  English  term  for  a  dweller  at  the 
high  gate. 

************* 

HENRY  JACKSON  came  from  London,  England  to  Watertown,  Mass,  on  the 
Elizabeth  and  Ann.  He  was  a  fisherman  and  later  a  landed  proprietor  of 
Fairfield,  Connecticut.  His  wife  was  Hannah  Swett.  There  seem  to  have 
been  five  children  in  their  family. 

The  name  Jackson  or  Jaxon  means  son  of  Jack,  a  pet  form  of  John 
(gracious  gift  of  Jehovah) . 

************* 

JOHN  JENNY  was  born  in  England  but  went  to  Rotterdam,  Holland  in 
his  youth.  In  1623  he  sailed  on  the  Little  James  to  Plymouth  with  his 
wife,  Sarah  Carey,  and  three  children.  In  America  two  more  children  were 
born.  A  brewer  by  trade,  he  served  his  colony  as  assistant  to  the 
governor . 

************* 

WILLIAM  JUDSON  was  born  in  Yorkshire,  England,  came  in  1634  with  wife, 
Grace,  and  three  sons  to  Concord,  Massachusetts.  He  later  lived  at  Hart¬ 
ford,  then  Stratford,  was  interested  in  the  iron  works  at  East  Haven  and 
later  owned  property  in  New  Haven. 

The  English  name  Judson  means  a  son  of  Jud,  which  is  a  pet  form  of 
Jordan  (flowing  down) . 

************* 

JOHN  KIRBY  emigrated  from  England  in  1623,  coming  to  Plymouth,  Mass, 
on  the  Hopewell.  He  later  lived  at  Hartford  and  Wethersfield  before  be¬ 
coming  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Middletown,  Connecticut.  He  and  his 
wife,  Elizabeth  Hinds,  had  several  children. 

The  English  name  Kirby  or  Kirkby  means  one  who  came  from  Kirby  or 
Kirkby  (a  village  with  a  church)  which  applies  to  various  English  loca¬ 
tions  . 

************* 

JOHN  LATTIMER  and  his  wife,  Ann,  lived  at  Wethersfield,  Conn,  in 
1646  where  their  seven  children  were  apparently  born.  He  was  the  Deputy 
of  Wethersfield  to  the  Connecticut  Legislature  in  1654.  His  death 
occurred  in  1662. 
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Latimer s  Latimore 3  Lattimore Lattumer and  Lattner  are  English  sur¬ 
names  referring  to  a  "Latiner"  or  translator  of  Latin;  an  interpreter. 

************* 

THOMAS  MAYHEW  was  born  at  Tisbury,  England  and  twice  married;  his 
second  wife,  Mrs.  Jane  Gallion  Paine,  being  our  line.  With  his  first  wife, 
Martha  Parkhurst,  and  son,  Thomas,  they  sailed  to  America  in  the  Winthrop 
Fleet  in  1630.  This  merchant  became  a  missionary  to  the  Indians,  Deputy 
to  the  General  Court,  and  first  governor  of  Martha's  Vineyard. 

This  English  surname,  Mayhew means  a  descendant  of  Mayheu  or  Matthew 
(gift  of  Jehovah) . 

************* 

WILLIAM  MULLINS  was  a  Huguenot,  born  in  Normandy,  France  and  sailed 
with  his  wife,  Alice,  and  two  children  on  the  May  flower' s  1620  voyage. 
William  was  a  signer  of  the  Mayflower  Compact.  Both  he  and  his  wife  died 
in  1621  at  Plymouth,  Massachusetts. 

Mullins  or  Mullin  are  names  found  both  in  the  Irish  and  French. 

There  are  several  derivations:  grandson  of  Maolan  (a  derivative  of  maol3 
bald) ;  one  who  comes  from  Moulins  or  Moulines  (mills)  which  are  places  in 
France;  or  one  who  grinds  grain,  a  miller. 

************* 

NICHOLAS  PHILLIPS  was  born  in  Buchinhamshire ,  England.  He  was  a  but¬ 
cher  who  became  an  Original  Landed  Proprietor  in  Dedham,  Mass,  but  later 
lived  at  Weymouth  and  Boston. 

The  Welsh  and  English  surname  Phillips  (varied  spellings)  means  son 
of  Philip  (lover  of  horses) . 

************* 

JOHN  PORTER  came  to  Dorchester,  Mass,  in  1630,  a  passenger  in  the 
Winthrop  Fleet  with  his  wife,  Anna  White  and  several  children.  Possibly 
he  was  from  Bromfield,  Essex.  Later,  having  received  a  large  land  grant 
he  moved  to  Windsor,  Conn,  and  served  as  their  Deputy  to  the  Conn.  Legis¬ 
lature.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Porter  died  within  a  period  of  three  weeks  in  1648. 

Porter  is  an  English  name  for  one  who  carried  goods  or  was  a  gate¬ 
keeper. 

************* 
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ROBERT  POTTER  was  born  in  England  and  came  to  Lynn,  Mass,  in  1630. 

By  1634  he  had  moved  to  Newport,  Rhode  Island.  That  same  year  he  was 
brought  to  Boston  as  a  prisoner  from  Warwick,  which  he  had  helped  settle. 
The  government  finally  banished  him  with  others  "to  the  Isles"  for  preach¬ 
ing  "monstrous  absurd  doctrines".  He  went  to  England,  secured  the  restor¬ 
ation  of  his  estate,  and  returned  to  Warwick  where  he  died  in  1655. 

Potter  is  an  English  surname  meaning  one  who  made  utensils  of  earth¬ 
enware  or  metal. 

************* 

WILLIAM  SALTER  was  a  shoemaker  in  Boston,  Mass,  in  1634  and  soon 
thereafter  was  admitted  a  member  of  the  church  and  became  a  freeman. 

The  English  surnames  Salter SaZtman 3  or  Satzer  all  refer  to  one  who 
processed,  or  sold  salt;  or  to  one  who  came  from  Salter  (salt  hut)  in 
Cumberland. 

************* 

MOSES  SIMMONS  (or  SYMONS)  was  born  in  Leyden,  Holland.  He  came  to 
Plymouth,  Mass,  in  1621  in  the  Fortune  and  settled  at  Duxbury  near-by. 
Although  an  original  proprietor  at  Dartmouth,  Bridgewater,  and  Middleboro 
he  did  not  move  to  any  of  these  towns.  About  1630  he  married  Sarah  Chand¬ 
ler  and  had  a  family  of  seven  children.  He  died  at  Duxbury,  Massachusetts. 

This  English  surname  (also  spelled  Simmonds)  means  son  of  Simon  or 
Simeon  (gracious  hearing) . 

************* 

FRANCIS  STILES,  who  was  born  at  Millbrook,  County  Bedford,  England, 
sailed  as  a  carpenter  on  the  Christtan  presumably  with  wife,  Sarah,  lo¬ 
cating  at  Dorchester,  Mass,  in  1635.  He  later  became  a  landholder  in 
Windsor  and  was  one  of  the  first  freemen  in  Connecticut. 

This  surname  is  an  English  term  for  a  dweller  at  the  steps  leading 
over  a  fence  or  wall,  or  at  a  steep  path  up  a  hill. 

*  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  *'* 

HENRY  SUMMERS  bought  land  in  Stratford,  Jan.  27,  1668,  one  of  the 
first  two  settled  plots  west  of  the  Pequonnock  River  at  Stratford.  By  his 
fisrt  wife,  Sarah  Gregory,  he  had  nine  children  and  his  second  wife,  Mary 
Holbrook  Wheeler,  was  the  mother  of  one. 
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The  name  Summers  is  derived  from  the  English  "sommoner",  ie.  the 
petty  officer  who  warns  people  to  appear  in  court. 

************* 

RICHARD  TREAT,  son  of  Robert,  fifth  generation  from  John  Treat,  was 
baptized  at  Pitminster,  England  in  1584.  In  1635  he  left  his  position  as 
Dean  of  Pitminster  Church,  Taunton,  Somersetshire,  England,  and  with  his 
wife,  Alice  Gay lard,  and  nine  children  (one  more  born  later)  he  settled 
in  Watertown,  Massachusetts.  Later  they  lived  in  Wethersfield.  The  Hon. 
Richard  Treat  was  one  of  the  Patentees  under  the  Royal  Charter,  Member 
of  the  General  Court,  and  of  Gov.  Winthrop's  Council  in  1663-5.  He  died 
in  1669-70  at  Wethersfield,  Connecticut. 

Treat  as  a  surname  means  the  dear,  beloved  person. 

************* 

THOMAS  TUPPER  was  born  at  Bury  County,  Sussex,  England.  He  came  first 
to  America  in  1621  as  a  ship's  carpenter  and  member  of  the  crew.  He  re¬ 
mained  a  year  on  the  second  trip  in  1624,  and  came  a  third  time  in  1631  to 
remain  for  an  undetermined  length  of  time.  By  1637  he  had  settled  at 
Sandwich,  Mass,  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life.  His  death 
occurred  at  Sandwich,  Massachusetts. 

The  English  surname  Tupper  refers  to  one  who  bred  tups  or  rams;  one 
who  made  and  sold  tubs. 

************* 

JOHN  TUTTLE,  merchant,  came  with  his  family  from  St.  Albans  Parish, 
Herfordshire,  England  in  1635  Qn  the  Planter.  He  removed  to  New  Haven  in 
1640  where  he  became  a  man  of  consequence. 

The  name  Tuttle  (or  Tootle 3  Tothill3  Tottle Tuthill  or  Tutill)  is 

derived  from  such  English  locations  as  Toot  Hill  (Essex) ,  Tothill  (Lin¬ 
colnshire  and  Middlesex) ,  Tootle  Height  (Lancashire) ,  or  Tuttle  Hill  (War¬ 
wickshire)  ,  all  'lookout  hill'. 

************* 

JOHN  WALKER  with  his  wife,  Katherine,  and  two  daughters  moved  from 
Boston  to  Roxbury  and  on  to  become  a  landholder  in  R.I.  by  1637.  He  is 
one  of  the  earliest  subscribers  to  the  covenant  of  civil  government. 

The  surname  Walker  may  refer  to  either  one  who  cleaned  or  thickened 
cloth  (a  fuller) ,  or  to  one  who  came  from  Walker,  a  marsh  by  the  Roman 
wall  in  Northumberland. 
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************* 

THOMAS  WHITE  was  born  in  England  in  1599.  His  wife's  name  is  unknown 
but  there  were  five  children.  He  was  a  founder  of  Weymouth,  Mass,  before 
1635  and  held  many  positions  of  honor  and  responsibility,  including  com¬ 
mander  of  a  military  company  and  Representative  in  the  General  Court.  He 
died  in  August  1679. 

The  English  name  White,  as  we  might  suspect,  refers  to  a  person  with 
white  hair  or  light  or  fair  complexion;  also  a  descendant  of  Hwita  (white) . 

************* 

HENRY  WOOD  (ATWOOD)  came  from  England  to  Plymouth,  Mass,  having  been 
with  the  Pilgrims  at  Leyden,  Holland.  In  1644  he  married  Abigail  Jenny 
and  with  their  twelve  children  lived  in  Middleboro,  Mass,  where  they  are 
buried. 

WOOD  or  WOODS  is  a  name  of  English  derivation,  meaning  a  dweller  in, 
or  near,  a  grove  or  dense  growth  of  trees.
